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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Applicants' amendment filed on 04/02/2009 changes the scope of independent claims by adding new limitation for the "function selector" 
and now requires "to be displayed to a user" which is not previous presented. Therefore, further consideration of the prior arts of record and 
possibly further search would be required in order to fairly determine patentability of the proposed claims 

Furthermore, Examiner noted that at the REMARKS page7, last paragraph - page 8, first paragraph, Applicants submit that Testardi does 
not explicitly facilitate picking, choosing, or selecting. Therefore, Testardi does nothing to enable a user to pick out or choose a target 
function. However, Examiner respectfully disagrees. As Testardi disclosed (see for example, col., 6, lines 13-45), the test command and 
directives extracted from source code files 1 18 is configured and embedded in the source files, wherein the Test Manager 108 and 
Interpreter 110 can select (determine and extract) a target function (test sequence) to be performed (see for example, col. 6, lines 15-18, "In 
particular, test manager 108 includes interpreter 1 10 for determining the test sequences to be performed from the test command and 
directives extracted from source code files 1 18 by test extractor 106"). Moreover, as in Fig.4:402-404, the "white box" testing performs 
steps of constructing debugger in accordance with test sequence parameters and invoking debugger for program with command script to 
execute test sequence, wherein the "white box" testing/debugger tools, e.g. :gdb", "xdb" enable user to construct debugger to set global 
variables and invoke desired functions (select, pick out or choose )(see for example, Fig.4 and related text; also see col. 2, lines 37-54 for 
selecting/configuring/directing "white box" testing; col. 10, lines 15-67 for selecting/directing/configuring debugger tool ). That is to say, 
Testardi's disclosure for constructing the debugger "enable a user to select a target function" as recited in the claim.
